liberal, particularly in foreign 
affairs, and promised to enlarge 
his government to bring in new 
faces and ideas. 


His personal style also is ex- 


pected to be less grating to 
friends and allies than De 
Gaulle's often high-handed, un-.

Supreme Court, in a historic 
move, agreed today to consider 
claims that the Constitution for- 
bids the tax exemption of pro- 
perty used for religious pur- 
poses.

lenges of the next 30 years by 
retiring Lawrence University 
President Curtis W. Tarr in a 
speech at the school's 120th 
commencement Sunday. 


Tarr, who left the university 


today to become assistant sec- 
retary of the Air Force for 
manpower, told an audience of 
2,000 that between now and the 
1990's "you and I have impres- 
sive work to do" if man is to 
survive in a world of change. 


He said, "We must be well on 


the road to the control of 
population, or we must be 
content 
with the Matthusian 


prediction of starvation . . . and 
all of the 
attendant social 


problems that (overpopulation) 
brings with it." 


"Man must learn to live to- 


gether in peace," he added, and 
master "the sophisticated tech- 
nology of disarmament." 


The prospects of global war 


are so appalling that "we can- 
not contemplate the resumption 
of any level of civilized society" 
after full-scale nuclear attack, 
he said. 


Campaign at Home 


Tarr said man cannot insure 


peace "until we attain justice 
within our boundaries." Dis- 
order more likely will be local 
than international in coming 
years, and it is at home where 
"the real campaign for peace 
must begin."

SAIGON (AP) — Thai infan- 


trymen backed by withering fire 
from U.S. dive bombers, heli- 
copters and artillery battled a 
500-man Viet Cong force early 
today 20 miles east of Saigon.

Bee 
hives were placed in an open 
area near the store. 


In 1W7, Otto went into full- 


time beekeeping and set up the 
Otto Apiary on a 20-acre site at 
the northeast comer of the 
village. When the bees did not 
require his attention, he could 
hunt and trap in the immediate 
area.

Outyards save bees millions 


of miles of flying. Worker bees 
live about six weeks. By that 
time their wings are so frayed 
that they die in the attempt to 
carry loads of honey to the hive. 


In 1938, the 50th anniversary 


of beekeeping on this spot was 
observed and it was noted that 
on no other place on earth were 
so many bees kept in one place 
for so long a time. 


Clover Capital 


Because of the concentration 


of bees, this area was consider- 
ed by *ome to be the Alsike 
clover seed capital of the United 
States. One farmer claimed he 
p*k! for an entire farm-In about 
two years by raising Abike 
clover seed. Orchard growers 
also sent their trucks to pick up 
colonies of Otto's bees to use for 
pollenation during blossom time. 


Honey was a secondary prod- 


uct of the apiary, but a lucra- 
tive one. When speaking of 
honey, Otto referred to produc- 
tion in terms of tons. Beekeep- 
ing publications have used pic- 
tures of his apiary on their 
front covers, and bee supply 
manufacturers often sent their 
products to Otto to be tested. 


Otto, who srongly believes in 


consuming his own product, still 
eats about five pounds of honey 
every week. He figures that 
during 
his 
lifetime 
he 
has 


personally consumed at least 
15,000 pounds, or more than 7Vi 
tons of honey. 


Since bees hum a perfect "C" 


when they fly, Otto may have 
taken lessons from them to 
become proficient in music as 
well.

His xcpcreince began in 1940, 


when he sang every Tuesday on 
the "Appleton Church of the 
Air." In 1941, he had a back- 
stage interview with Ezio Pinza 
at the Milwaukee Auditorium 
wich resulted in « favorable 
audition. 


Otto was so cnopirraged by 


the audition that he decided on 
vocal lessons at Lav.Tence Uni- 
versity in Appleton.

and high school education here 
and at Brillion.

Judge Gordon and fhe 'Milwaukee 14' 


That was a most curious legal perform- 


ance last week by Federal Judge Myron 
Gordon when he dismissed federal charges 
against 10 members of the 
organization 


known as "Milwaukee 14" who had previ- 
ously been convicted of state charges that 
they broke into the Selective Sendee office 
in Milwaukee, took out an estimated 4.000 
file records and destroyed part of them. 
The judge said that ''broad hostile news 
coverage" had made it impossible to select 
an impartial jury and '-assure a fair trial." 


The judge was screening 142 persons for 


jury duty in the trial, and had selected 28 
prospective jurors. He was examining the 
last "l2 on the panel and had called five 
prospective jurors back for questioning 
when he abruptly dismissed the case. In 
effect the judge said that he did not believe 
the prospective jurors when they said they 
were free of bias in the case and could 
judge the defendants on the evidence. 


But 
Judge 
Gordon 
had 
previously 


accepted guilty pleas from three other co- 
defendants, and had granted a change of 
venue to Chicago to another. These 10 did 
not ask a change in venue and were 
apparently satisfied to be tried in Milwau- 
kee, and "as a result of Judge Gordon's 
ruling are now off scot free as far as 
federal charges are concerned. The judge 
did. however, hold 6 of the 10 guilty of 
contempt of court when they did not stand 
when he entered the court. 


There was no question the case had 


attracted a large amount of news coverage, 
throughout the state and the nation. But 
Judge Gordon singled out the Milwaukee 
Journal and Sentinel for particular attack. 
"The two newspapers by themselves have 
foreclosed this defendant from a fair trial 
in this area." he said referring to the 
defendant who was granted a change of 
venue. 


At this point it is worth recalling that 


Judge Gordon 
some time ago publicly 


attacked the Journal Company for owning 
and operating both daily newspapers in 
Milwaukee. 


It was Judge Gordon's duty to use every 


resource at his command to impanel an 
unbiased jury and to try this case. In the 
seven county area from which jurors could 
have been drawn it is difficult for us to 
believe an impartial jury could not have 
been selected. On the criterion he used for 
jury selection in this case, we are led to 
speculate what Judge Gordon would have 
done were he presiding at the trial of 
Sirhan Sirhan. 


The United States attorney in the case. 


Robert J. Lerner, told Judge Gordon his 
decision meant "anytime a crime of great 
notoriety was committed, the charge would 
have to be dismissed." He said he would 
strongly recommend to the solicitor gener- 
al that the case be appealed.

Crescent adds its endorsement to that rec- 
ommendation.

What Is a 'Coalition Government?' 


In all the confusion of the war in 


Vietnam there has probably been nothing 
as bewildering as exactly what stands are 
being taken by all sides on the idea of a 
"coalition government." 


The joint communique from Midway 


from President Nixon and President Thieu 
said they "reiterated their common resolve 
to reject any attempt to impose upon the 
Republic of Vietnam any system or pro- 
gram or any particular form of govern- 
ment, such as coalition, without regard to 
the will of the people of South Vietnam." 
This is vague enough since the people of 
South Vietnam are not identified. The only 
ones who were permitted to vote in the 
1967 presidential elections were those not 
Communist or not even recognized as 
neutralists, although it turned out quite a 
few actually were. 


Then in Saigon President Thieu flatly 


stated "there will be no coalition govern- 
ment, no peace cabinet, no transitional 
government, not even reconciliatory gov- 
ernment" such as the National Liberation 
Front had suggested in one of its eight 
points. 


Meanwhile Secretary of State William 


Rogers was explaining that the 
United 


States was not "wedded" to the Thieu 
regime at all. the North Vietnamese were 
claiming that the whole thing was a sham, 
and the National Liberation Front had 
"elected" a government it said 
would 


represent the people of South Vietnam in 
negotiations with the regime of President 
Thieu. 


There are obvious reasons for the 


differences of opinion combined with the 
insistence that there are no differences. 
President Nixon has recognized that the 
United States must get out of the war and 
he has probably been able to make it clear 


to President Thieu. It seems likely that his 
agreement to the communique statement 
was made to help make up for the bad news 
to Thieu that some American combat 
troops indeed were going to be withdrawn, 
although the word "impose" presents an 
escape if the United States uses more 
pressure to get Saigon to agree to the 
transistional type government. 


It's also easy to understand President 


Thieu's harsh words and his dilemma. Even 
with Communists barred from balloting, he 
failed to win much more than a third of the 
votes cast for president. It may be that he 
has picked up strength since then and most 
of his neutralist opponents have been 
jailed, but even so another election is a 
risk. 


If the South Vietnamese Constitution can 


be amended so as to hold elections before 
1971 and if the enemy will consent to 
international supervision of those elections, 
it may be the war could draw to an end 
before too many more months. But it is 
quite possible — perhaps even likely — 
that a coalition government eventually will 
be controlled by the Communists. This is 
what President Nixon and other American 
spokesmen 
are 
not 
saying 
and 
what 


President Thieu rightly fears. It is not a 
foregone conclusion but something which 
President Nixon must weigh against the 
growing tendency in the United States to 
change this war from Johnson's war to 
Nixon's war. 


When

The immediate upshot of all 


this will probably be a propa- 
ganda gain for our side. It will 
look to the world as though 
Mr. Nixon held out the hand of 
peace, and got from the other 
side the wet mitten across the 
chops. 


In t h e s e circumstances, 


there will be strong temptation 
for the President to stick with 
the policy he has followed up 
to date. His advisers will tell 
him that the new provisional 
government is a bogus affair 
without much appeal in South 
Vietnam. They will go through 
the usual stuff about how the 
other side is at the end of its 
strength. And they will say 
that if he hangs in there, the 
other side will see the folly of 
its present ways, and pick up, 
in time, the thread of the 
Pans talks.

Lindsay Facing Stiff Challenge 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor 


John V. Lindsay must overcome 
• stiff conservative chattenfe 
Tuesday for the Republican 
nomination for a second term 
and the right to meet the winner 
of a five-man Democratic race. 


An expected light voter turn- 


out, Lindsay's style and incalcu- 
lable resentment of four years 
of inflation and racial tension 
may provide the keys to the pri- 
maries. 


There are 628,000 registered 


Republicans and 2.1 million 
Democrats, but primaries gen 
erally attract less than 30 per 
cent of the eligible voters. 


Lindsay must appeal in the 


primary to Republicans more 
conservative than the Liberals 
and Democrats he must attract 
to win in the general election in 
November. He has relied on his 
personal image and tried not to 
discuss specific issues. 


Dislike Record 


His opponent, state Sen. John 


J. March! of Staten Island, has 
tried to capitalize on anti-Lind- 


say HoUmeot. ilany voters say 
hey like Lindsay as a person 
but are unhappy with his record 
as mayor. 


Both men will appear on the 


November ballot, Lindsay with 
Liberal party backing and Mar- 
ch! with the Conservative party 
nomination.
